Archie Goodwin is resigning his 
editorial post at National to return to 
Warren. His last books at National 
will be DETECTIVE COMICS #443, OUR 
FIGHTING FORCES #150, G.I. COM- 
BAT #173, and STAR SPANGLED WAR 
STORIES #173. 

DETECTIVE #441 has a Howie 
Chaykin BATMAN story, issue #442 
will have (if things go well) an Alex 
Toth BATMAN story, and #443 will 
feature a twenty page BATMAN/ MAN- 
HUNTER team-up written by Archie 
and drawn by Walt Simonson. This 
will conclude the MANHUNTER series. 
Julius Schwartz will take over DETEC- 
TIVE. 


At the present time, it is unknown 
who will take over OUR FIGHTING 
FORCES, STAR SPANGLED WAR 
STORIES and G.I. COMBAT. Murray 
Boltinoff and Jack Kirby have been 
mentioned as possible successors. 


The two new Kirby books are: 
OMAC, The One Man Army (the C stands 
for Corps). OMAC is a super-powered 
crime-fighter situated in the future (a 
future different from KAMANDI's) who's 
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empowered and directed by a computer- 
ized satellite called ''Brother Eye." 

The second book reunites Jack with the 
format he seems to be most comfortable 
with, kid groups. The title of the book 
ig THE DINGBATS, and seems to be 
close to the NEWSBOY LEGION in style. 


This month's issue of DETECTIVE 
will include a reprint of IBIS THE IN- 
VINCIBLE, a character who originally 
appeared in Fawcett's WHIZ COMICS, 
This is the first non- Marvel Family 
Fawcett reprint and it opens the way 
for reprints of SPY SMASHER, BUL- 
LET MAN, MINUTE MAN, etc. 


One oi the greatér comic book 
writers, Bill Finger, died. Bill Finger 
helped shape the legends of many of 
National's Golden Age heroes, including 
Batman, Wildcat and the original Green 
Lantern. National has a few of his 
recent scripts which they do plan to 
use. : 


In an effort to make the 100 Page 
books distinguishable from each other, 
the books will tend to follow a special 
theme for their reprint sections. Up- 
coming BATMAN giants will feature 
a ''Numbers'' issue, and a ''Comedy» 
Tragedy'' issue, while SHAZAM! will 
have issues devoted to ''Friends of 
the Marvel Family'' and ''Books. "' 
The theme of the next WONDER WO- 
MAN 100 pager will be ''Crisis."' 


The 60¢ 100 Page titles are now 
being mailed flat, in protective wrap- 
pers, to subscribers. 


The upcoming TARZAN $1 book will 
feature Joe Kubert's five part adaptation 
of the Burroughs novel, ''The Return of 
Tarzan, '' a two page pin-up of Tarzan 
and Jane by Kubert, a two page ''How To 
Draw Tarzan's Animals'' also by Joe, 
and an article on the inside back cover 
about Philip Jose Farmer's book ''Tarzan 
Alive. S

An unused Adventurer's Club story 
is being redone and will become a full 
length story called ''The Forgotten 
Warriors."

An upcoming Shadow story will be 
concerned with the martial arts. 


Bill Draut has done a fill-in PHAN-

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Marvel News 


Marvel is continuing to expand its 
line. Plans call for books of varied 
sizes and prices: 25¢, 35¢, 60¢ and 
75¢, and some higher priced projects 
are in the works, 

Iwo new black & white books are 
HAUNT OF HORROR and MONSTERS 
OF THE MOVIES. Jim Harmon is the 
editor of MONSTERS OF THE MOVIES 
and it will coneern itself, mainly, with 
monsters of film and television fame. 
The first issue will be devoted to the 
most famous of the movie monsters, 
KING KONG, SATANA will be the 
lead feature of HAUNT OF HORROR, 
which will also, starting with the second 
issue, feature a new character called 
GABRIEL, DEVIL HUNTER, Gabriel 
will be based on the concepts of exorcism 
and exorcism will be the theme of the 
second issue. 


Marvel will continue the policy of 
having at least one continuing character 
in each of the black and white books. 
LILITH and BLADE are new series that 
will be featured in VAMPIRE TALES, 
(LILITH debuts in GIANT-SIZE CHIL- 
LERS #1, which features DRACULA.) 
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The first of Marvel's 100 page, 60¢ 

books will be a SUPER-GIANT SPIDER- 

MAN. The feature story will be a Spider-~ 

Man/ Dracula team-up by Len Wein and 

Ross Andru. Each 60¢ book will have 

25 to 30 pages of new material. Up- 

coming 100 page books are a SUPER- 


GIANT AVENGERS and a SUPER-GIANT 
CONAN. 


Due to poor sales reports, Marvel 
is dropping from the schedule KULL THE 
DESTROYER, THE SUB-MARINER and 
WORLDS UNKNOWN. Kull will be ap- 
pearing in SAVAGE TALES in the future, 
Namor will be running to issue #72, and 
WU will run the two part Sinbad adap- 
tation before being discontinued. The 
announced adaptation of ''The Day of 
the Triffads"' will probably appear in 
one of the other books, since it was 
completed. YT, The Living Colossus 
is being dropped from ASTONISHING | 
TALES and will be replaced by the new 
feature Deathlok, which was originally 
scheduled for WORLDS UNKNOWN. 
Another new strip, The Golem, has re- 
placed Man Wolf in STRANGE TALES, 
while Man Wolf has replaced The Living 
Mummy in CREATURES ON THE LOOSE 
and The Living Mummy will end up in 
SUPERNATURAL THRILLERS, which 
had been scheduled to be revived with a 
series called the Victims of Dracula. 

That series apparently will not appear, 
t hough we're so confused by this para- 
graph that it could pop up anywhere! 
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Two new books will be reprint 
(for the present): THE HUMAN TORCH 
and THE NIGHT RIDER, The latter 
title reprints the western GHOST RI- 
DER stories, retitled for obvious 
reasons. (Just when TORCH gets his 
own comic -- resurrecting Marvel's 
big three of the forties of TORCH, 
CAPTAIN AMERICA and SUB-MARI- 
NER -- wouldn't you know? Subby 
is cancelled. ) 


Another 100 page, 60¢ book that 
is planned but not yet on the schedule is 
tentatively known as SUPER-GIANT 
LEAGUE OF SUPER-VILLAINS (very 
slim chance of it still being called that 
mouthful when and if it comes out 1) 
which would feature major villains 
such as Doctor Doom and Sub-Mariner 
in new stories. 


TONY ISABELLA NEWS DEPT, (Or 
''Who Says We Play Favorites ?"'): 


WAR IS HELL is to be revived, 
and following one or two issues of 
SGT, FURY reprints, a new series 
will debut. It has yet to be formulated 
by writer Tony Isabella, however. 


Tony Isabella will also be taking 
over POWERMAN starting with issue 
#20 and will be writing the new Living 
Mummy series. He has also returned 
to full time staff work with the Marvel 
Bullpen and you can look forward to 
quite a bit of scripting from Tony. 


Tony Isabella has taken over FOOM 
magazine and has announced he needs 
articles, artwork, and humor articles 
on the Marvel characters. Contact Tony 
at 5485 Kings Highway, Apartment 4A, 
Brooklyn, New York, 11203.

Rich Buckler has pencilled the 40th 
issue of CONAN THE BARBARIAN, It 
was inked by Ernie Chua. 

Frank Brunner is doing a CONAN 
story for the black and whites. Frank 
also did the cover of KA-ZAR #4, 


Steve Englehart has given up the 
scripting of SHANG-CHI, MASTER OF 
KUNG FU. Future scripting will be by 
Gerry Conway. Steve's last story on 
Shang-Chi will appear in DEADLY 
HANDS OF KUNG FU #2 or 3, and was 
pencilled by Alan Weiss and inked by 
Al Milgrom. 


Doug Moench is now working full 
time for Marvel as an assistant editor, 
He will also be writing BROTHER VOO.- 
DOO, FRANKENSTEIN, WEREWOLF 
BY NIGHT, and other strips. Doug 
will also be writing the new character 
''Deathlok" which Rich Buckler will be 
illustrating, 
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Red Circle News 


Red Circle continues to put new 
material into their plans for the 
future, The detective book announced 
previously is moving along but no title 
has been chosen yet. Arrangements 
are being made for Red Circle to put 
out a new book about Dave Greenberg 
and Bob Hantz, the ''Super-Cops'' (in 
cunjunction with the movie of the same 
name). Finally, there is talk about.a 
sister book to SORCERY.

REALM - I don't really know where to 
begin in reviewing this zine. Itcontains 
the whole gambit of fan publishing: arti- 
cles, strips, fan fiction and art are in- 
cluded in this issue. All the work in this 
zine is of a very high quality. 


The first piece in the zine is a strip 
entitled ''The Rainmaker'' (based on the 
song by Harry Nilsson and Bill Martin) 
as presented by Gary Brown and Doug 
Potter.

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A two page strip by Ed Romero fol> 
lows. It is done in three long panels 
per page, similar to the manner of 
layouts Jeff Jones was using some time 
ago. The story is cute; it is about 
ingect-sized extraterrestrials that land 
in a garden -- never to leave again. 
Ed does a great job on the art. 


A Berni Wrighteon checklist is 
presented next. As far as I can tell, 
it is complete up to SWAMP THING #1, 
The list includes Berni's fanzine 
work, 


A portfolio by Darrell Anderson 
is next in the line-up. Anderson has 
a really weird style and his subjects 
are even weirder as they range from 
spacemen to witches. 


Ed Romero does some reviews of 
movies, undergrounds, records and 
zines next, followed by a one page 
rememberance, more than a report, 
on the Oklahoma City Con with a page 
of pictures. Dave Taylor pops up again 
with another strip. Written by Dick 
Addison, it is about a retarded alien 
child sent to exile on Earth, The story 
is a sad one and it is quite well done 
in script and art. Very much worth 
reading. 


Jeffery May offers an opinion on 
fan fiction. It is noteworthy because 
it asks that fan fiction be judged as 


just that. Two sketches by Frank 


Frazetta appear, and they are Frank's 
usual fare for zines. The second piece 
of fan fiction, a science-fiction story 
by Jan Strnad, is next. It is about a 
multi-generation space ship and crew 
that removes something precious from 
an old man. The story is very enjoy- 
able although it does have a tragic
